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This spinning nose dive lins been 
frequently used in “stu n t” flying in 
recent years, but is now put to prac­ 
tical use by pilots in getting aw ay 
from hostile machines, for when a 
m an is spinning it is almost impos­ 
sible to hit bim. and the man making 
th e attack invariably thinks his en­ 
emy is going down to certain death 
in the spin. 
This is all right when a m an Is 
over his own territory, because Ie* 
can right bis machine and come out 
of it; but if it happens over German 
territory, th e Huns would only follow 
him down, and when he came out of 
tile spin they would be above him. 
having all the advantage, and would 
shoot him down with ease. 
It Is a 
good way of getting down into a 
cloud, and is used very often by both 
sides, but it requires skill and cour­ 
age by the pilot making it if he ever 
expects to come out alive.
